Because Patentln 2.1 treats stop codons differently 
than Version 2.0, it appears in item <222> that the coding sequence is three nucleotides 
shorter in this submission than in the original sequence listing. However, this merely reflects 
the exclusion of the stop codon in Version 2.1 from the coding sequence. Since the filing 
particulars of this application are now included in the Sequence Listing, a substitute Sequence 
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LisShgin printefipform is submitted and entry of the substitute 
respecfnmy-requested.
